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Houghton is a delightful little village on the banks of 
the Arun in West Sussex, a few miles from Arundel. 
Situated in the midst of green meadows, grassy lanes and 
luxuriant hedgerows, with its old-fashioned'cottages em¬ 
bowered in the midst of trees and thickets, it is a charming 
spot to which to retire for rest and recuperation, ‘‘far from 
the madding crowd.” 
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
